It is the intention of the wire-pullers
to keep the platform in the background until
the popularity necessary is manufactured from
Judge Bharswood, by means of his personal
character, and then, whon the time arrives, the
unsound doctrines of the Demooracy may be
safely laid on his shoulders. Certainly & very
ingenious device, but one which will hardly
blind the people of our Commonwealth—people

A very few words will serve to show that
the design of the Demoocracy iz utterly false,
that the fight {s not a personal one, but one in
which the high issue of nationsl policy is
involved. But whether Judge SBharswood or
Judge Willinms is electod is really of no zuch
great moment to the Judiclary, bat our oppo-
nents would seek to use n legal victory as
a means of gaining prestige in the political
contest of next year. They are urging that
wa ought not to allow politics to corrupt our
Judiciary. Yet they know if through this cry
they be successful, the victory will be asoribed
to a change in the politics of the people, and
used as a precursor of viotory in the Presiden-
tial election. The present contest is as mugh
& politioal one as the election of members of
Congress, and any Republican who would not
vote for a Democrat as his representative,
should not vole for Judge Sharswood in Ooto-
ber next. One is as much a question of the
success of principles as the other.

To show that the fight is really one of
national policy, and not of personal character,
it is only necessary to compare the two can-
didates.

Representation for Minorities,

Trur amendment offered in the Senate to the
Supplementary Reconstruotion bill by Benator
Buckalew, providing for what he terms
“eumulative' voting—that is, allowing each
voter to vote for as many Representatives in
Congress as his State may be entitled to, and
to distribute these votes among the candidates
as he may choose, either all for one, or part
for one and part for another, or in any other
way-—relates to a reform whioh is daily attract-
ing the atltention of careful thinkers, Its
object I8 to give the minority its dne voioe in
the making of laws. Mr, Bockalew remarka
that rule by the people, and not a mere ma-
jority rule, is the trus prinviple of onr Govern-
ment.  According to onr present political
arrangements, the minority has very little
volge in the Government. The principle ad-
vocated by these reformers is that the ma-
chivery of government shall be so arranged
that every man may be represented. For in-
stanve—take a State Logislature consisting of
one hundred members. [f the State is divided
politically into three-fifths Repnblicans and
two-fifths Demoorats, the representation onght,
according to this plan, to stand sixty Repab-
licans to forty Democrats.

Many plans have been suggested to accom-
plish this end, and among them is this of Mr.
Buckalew. In the recent eluction of membars
of the Constitutional Convention in New York,
the delegates at large, comprising quite a
large portion of the Convention, were chosen
upon a general ticket, sach voter being allowed
te vote for only half of the whole number to
be chosen. This enabled the Democrats to
choose one-half these delegates; something
which they conld not otherwise have dona,
There are many very slroyg arguments
which might be advanced in favor of the re-
form proposed, It does not do away with the
rule of the majority, but it givesa the minority
a chance to be heard, and to be represented
according to its numbers. BShould it be
adopted, it would render extensive changes
necessary inounr present system, among others
the abolilion of the veto power. The single
district system of electing representatives
would also have to be modified in some man-
ner, The subject is a fruitful one, and will
bear thought.

The Reconstruction Bill in the Senate,
Tre Senate yesterday passed Mr. Trumbull's
Supplementary Reconstruction bill. It differs
considerably in its details fromsthat passed by
the Honse the day before. The two bodies
will now appoint & Committee of Conference,
and some bill combining the features of both
will probably be the result. The work of the
seasion will then be finished, and Congress
will adjourn. The House has already adopted
a resolution for adjournment to the 11th of
November. Whether the Senate will agree to
this remains to be seen.

Coxrrapioren,—The report of Russia’s pro-
posal for a joint inquiry on the part of Russia,
France, and the United States as to the state
of affairs in Ireland, is denied from London.
It looked like a hoax in its face originally.
But why should Russia not make such a pro-
posal ! The condition of Ireland is certainly
bad enough, and Greal Britain long ago set
the example of interfaring with the affairs of
other nations. Let us have the Bossiam in-
vestigation, by all means.

Prosecrines AXp AmmuxiTion.—The guantity
of shot, shell, ammunition, ete., ordered by
the British ar Department for the year
1867-8 is thns partioularized in a parliament-
ary paper lately published: —61,499 tin cups
for Armstrong guus, 458 607 fusea of various
patterns, 33,710 rifled breech-loading shalls for
7-inoh, 12-pounder, 9-pounder, and G4-pounder
guns; 144 500 muzzle-loading shells, 50,000 of
which are for common G4-pounder guns; 2400
common riveted shells, 3686 shrapnel rifled
muzzle-loaders, 21,160 Palliser rifled muzzle-
loaders, of which 16,000 ara for 7-inch guns.
Of shot, 14,500 are ordered for 40-pounder
Armstrong guns; 356,450 for case rifled breech-
loaders, 12,000 of which are for 20.pounders,
and 13,470 for muszle-loaders, 8150 of which
are for 64-pounders. The total cost for pro-
jeotiles will amount to £243804, £3 of
which is taken 2{ contract work. A rum of
£300, 227 required for cartridges of all kinds,
£3200 of which is given for contract work.
The supply of gunpowder ordered for the
manufacturing departments of the Govern-
ment amounts to 14,360 barrels, and from
private firms to 6400 barrels; the total cost
thereof being £76,6563,
